During the progress recently, in the Uni- 
ted States District Couit in New Orleans, ot 
proceedings for the confiscation of the rebel 
emissary Slidell's estate iu that city, a claim 
ou it of two hundred and ninety thousand 
francs was put in by the Paris banking 
house ot Macuard &. Co., and one of one 
hundred thousand francs by the Citizens' 
Bank of New Orleans, for money advanced 
to the traitor on mortgages. Judge Durell 
decided that, as Slidell was a notorious ene- 
my of the United States, his property in the 
country belonged, under the confiscation 
act, to the Government, and these claims 
could not be allowed or entertained.

Condition ot Whites and Kegroes in the 
Southwest. 

Gen. J. W. Sprague, who has been put in 
charge of the Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen 
and Abandoned Lands for the Slates of Mis- 
souri and Arkausa«, savs, in a familiar let- 
ter to a frieud in Troy, N. Y.,that he is thus 
far succeeding well, and continues: 

In Missouri there are but two hundred 
and thirty-live colored men, women and 
children, who are asking any material aid 
irom Government; but there are four thou- 
sand five hundred white refugees, and the 
proportions are about the same in Arkan- 
sas. I think you would be astonished aud 
delighted if yon could see the prosperity ol 
the blacks, where they havi received pro- 
tection for only a single year. 

Iu many places they have established and 
and support good schools, and with the as- 
sistance of the benevolent education socie- 
ties of the Northern States, there are but 
very few black children now but what are 
in school, where the protection of the Gov- 
ernment is over them. Many of them, too, 
are accumulating property rapidly. I be- 
lieve the question is settled tuat the negro 
can take care of himself, and do very much, 
too, to add to the material wealth of the 
country, If he is protected by law from in- 
justice. Indeed, so far as I can see, his fu- 
ture is much more promising than that of 
the poor whites- -they beiug fully as igno- 
rant, don't ktiow how to work, and are not 
inclined to try. Their condition appears to 
be one of unmixed ignorance and wretched- 
ness. There are hundreds of white orphan 
children gathered around the various posts 
in this State, who are being fed by the Gov- 
ernment. 

There is no orphan asylum in this State, 
and the quest 1 n that now presses most 
upon me is, what can be done with these 
children ? Shall they grow up in ignorance 
and crime? or will some of the large-heart- 
ed benevolence of the North extend to them 
that help which they must have or perish? 
My main object in writing at this time is to 
ask you to see if some of them canuot be 
provided for in your orphan asylum. I 
trust you will make the inquiry and let me 
know. I can seud you all you can find room 
for. If I fail to get these children into the 
asylu us of the North, I do not know what 
cau be done with them. Iu all parts of this 
c mntry, where our soldiers are not present 
to enforce the laws, the negroes are still 
treated as slaves. We are correcting that 
as fast as possible. 



suicide of a Young and lutei estlug <;irl. 

A few days ago quite a good looking and 
interesting girl, about nineteen years of 
age, named Lucinda Fox, whose parents 
reside in the northern part of this State, be- 
came an inmate of a disreputable house, 
kept by a notorious woman named Chase, 
and located at No. 60 Front street, near 
Vine. 

It appears that she came here with the 
expectation of hiding, in the wh.rl and 
bustle of a great city, a shame her seusitive 
nature could not bear at home. Deserted 
by a faithless lover, and hopeless as well as 
houseless, she sought refuge in the den to 
which we have alluded; but she met only 
jeers fioui the inmates, and found no sym- 
pathetic ear to listen to her wo; no compas- 
sionate heart ou which she might lay her 
head, and weep the sorrow of her lile out 
there. 

"Where can a man be concealed?" asked 
Zoroaster. She was not hidden from her- 
self, although her former friends knew not 
of her whereabouts. She could not fly tbe 
fateful facts of life, go where she would, 
and she determined upon a release 
bOM the misery of the Known by seeking 
an acquaintance with the mystery of the 
Unknown. 

Last Tuesday evening, weary of life and 
utterly wretched and self-disgusted, she 
swallowed six grains of sulphate of mor- 
phine and lay down to die. Souie inmates 
of the house became aware of h r intention, 
but made noeffort to preserve the existence 
that had become so hateful until it was too 
late. Finally a physician was called, but 
his skill was fruitless, and after lingering a 
few hours she passed from the domain of 
■loop into that ol death. A coroner's jury 
elicited the above facts, and rendered a ver- 
dict of self-destruction.— [Cincinnati Ga- 
zette.

There is much information coming to us 
by a multitude of routes from Southern 
souroes, which tends to confirm the wisdom 
oi that second clause in the amendment 
which Kentucky conservatives pretend to 
dread and detest so much. The sum of this 
information is that the late slave-hold- 
ing class are not adapting them- 
selves in a wise, frank, and magnanimous 
to the condition of inevitable and urn- 
freedom, which is upon them. They 
are striving to keep ths "word ot promise 
to the ear" only. Their treatment of the 
freed men in s vast multitude of cases is a- 
oppress- ive as they can make it, and marked 
bv a bitterness and hatred, exceeding any- 
thing known in the days of slavery. It will 
not be the fault of these mad ami 
blind malignant*, nor any thanks to 
them, it" their afflicted section should 
escape the calamity of insurrection 
amongst the blacks. And the interference 
of national law in protcctine the newly ac- 
quirt-d freedom of the latter, may yet 
prove as timely and l>enefioent a safeguard 
for the one race as the other. These ex- 
masters seem incapabla of acquiring one 
jot of that wisdom which springs from in- 
sight, the wisdom whose fundamental per- 
ceptions are in the moral sentiments. Hence 
the facts of history furnishing indeiinite 
cutirmatioh and illustration of the truths 
recognized by such wisdom are lost upon 
them. Theireyes are blinded, clouded with 
their own conceit and perverseuess. Thej- 
have stultified their sense of justice so long 
that the visible facts wrought in human 
affairs by the activity of this sentiment are 
invisible t<> them. Hence the delibera'e 
and uns|*eak«ble folly they now manifest, 
ofmakin. r the freedom of their late slaves 

tL. ca- i->r »i!.iis^ ali i enmity towards 

them. And this folly, but for the check of 
national restraint residing in that second 
clause, would beyond all question attempt 
to organize itself into oppressive Stale laws 
which would leave lor the negro at the 
best, but the name of freedom. 

The Provisional (governor of Georgia, 
who has already made himself conspicu- 
ous by the good sense and statesmanship of 
his appeals to his fellow-citizens, has in 
those api>eals laid special stress upon the 
importance <4 recognizing the freedom of 
the negro as irreversible and already le- 
gally accomplished, and of treating him in 
all ways in practice and in legislation as a 
freeman. He declares to his people that 
they will have to unlearn a very extensive 
amount of their former philosophy and 
practice. He admits frankly and announ- 
ces with courage and emphasis the barbar- 
:aing tendencies of "the institution." In 
his great speech at Macon, he hit between 
the eyes after this fashion: 

We allowed no man to think that slavery 
was a moral, social or political evil, and if 
anv one thought thus he was deemed un- 
sound, and arraigned before vigilanceoom- 
mittees. Even when Lord John Russell, 
in Kngland, took occasion to say that he 
hoped slavery would be abolished bv this 
revolution, our people commenced abusing 
him as if he had trespassed upon our rights. 
We abuseti mankind when they differed w.th 
us. and we carried our opposition to men's 
thinking as they pleased, to such an ex- 
treme, that men among us who dared to 
differ with us on this subject were arraign- 
ed, not by law, or before a judicial tribunal, 
but before vigilant societies, and personal- 
ly abused. Civilization was almost driven 
from the land— law and order u as suppress- 
ed by these lawless men. 

Kow, the testimony of numerous shrewd 
and honest observers, is that the animus of 
period when "civilization was almost 
from the land" survives, in large 
measure, the rebellion and the wreck of 
slavery. Jn many States, such as Tennes- 
see, Virginia, South Carolina, nortions of 
Georgia, and other States, this fact is ma- 
king itself more and more obvious. 

The sharp and fearless correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Commercial, writing from 
Macon, sums up the convictions produced 
in bis own mind by the observations he has 
made with industry and care in various sec- 
tions of the State, by predicting that the 
Georgia Legislature will heap every disa- 
bility and obstruction they can devise,short 
of direct defiance and repudiation of eman- 
cipation, upon the freedmen. 
He says in this connection : 
There will be no provision for the educa- 
tion of the blacks. 1 bey will be villified in 
every way as ignorant, and then condemn- 
ed to perpetual ignorance — while all the 
time that ignorance will continue to be 
plead as an excuse for the most cruel and 
oppressive laws. 

'J he negro will be refused th? privilege of 
appearing in the Courts. His testimony 
will be entirely excluded. The poor black 
will be banted from pillow to post, with- 
out the slightest opportunity of restitution. 
No loop-hole will be left for his escape. He 
will be thrust into the hold of the old slave-

The presenta- 
tion was made by Mr. Clifton Pratt, of Co. 
"E," in a very elegant and eloquent speech, 
in which he referred to the trials, dangers 
and hardships the gallant Colonel had led 
them through. He also referred in glowing 
terms to the nniform kindness of Col. King 
during the four years of war. Col. Kiug re- 
ceived the splendid tokeu of regard in a 
brief though neat speech. He was unable 
to express in words the feelings of bis heart. 
His compliment to the bravery and endur- 
ance of the gallant men he had the honorof 
commanding, was indeed beautiful. Alto- 
gether, the occasion was the happiest one we 
have seen for a long time. Thi» present was 
worthily bestowed upon a brave aud meri- 
torious officer and d<»es credit to the gallant 
donors. 

At the conclusion, Brevet Brig. General 
Murray, formerly Colonel of the :Jd Ken- 
tucky cavalry, made a few remarks in a 
very nice manner. He bade the regiment a 
final adieu, and hoped that Providence 
would bountifully bestow upon them the 
richest blessings. 

We have a brief history of this noble regi- 
ment, which we will endeavor to publish 
Monday.

ML 1««>5.— The purity of the elective fran- 
chise can only be preserved by a faithful 
enforcement of tin* laws governing the 
same. For the-ir enforcement the officers 
will hv held responsible. 

B ft MJ T free w hite male citizen, '21 years ol 
age, who has resided in Kentucky two 
years, and whose residence has been in the

The military authorities will assist the 
civil onluers in the enforcement of these in- 
structions, if any attempt be made to vio- 
late them, upon appliuition to the officer 
nearest in command.

Loulsvillk, Ky., July 26, 1865-Gkneral 
Order, No. 51.— The near approach of an 
important election, to be keld iu all the 
counties of the Slate and Military Depart-

It was de- 
voted to eulogistic aud memorial services 
in honor of the sous of Harvard who have 
died for theircountry; to welcoming home 
attain from the army the sons of Harvard 
who have survived the perils ol the battle 
field. The mocuing was given to the tirst 
of these objects, and the afternoon to the 
other.

State of Kentucky, aud the Act of Congress 
of March Id, !§■[ 

All persons of t he classes aforesaid, are 
required to abstain from all interference 
with elections, and vilL if they shall in any 
manner interfere therein, by voting, or at- 
tempting to vote, or persuading any other 
person to vote, or by appearing at the polls, 
be at once arrested and held for niililarv 
trial. 

Aid will be given to the civil authorities 
to enforce the laws and to j reserve tht 
peace. Any person who shall counsel, ad- 
vise or encourage, any judge of any elec- 
tion, or any other person to disregard ot 
disobey the law, as declared in the procla- 
mation of the Governor of the State, will u« 
at once arrested. 

The peace of the country can be secured 
only by obedience to the laws.

juicing hearts, and private, personal griei 
for such deaths is ready to keep back its 
bitter tears and forget the desolation of its 
bereavement amidst the geueral cheers tor 
the grand triumph of the right. It was 
somewhat thus at Cambridge, makiug the 
day harmonious in its diversity, miugliug 
without violence its two-fold design. 

A description of the various scenes, and a 
report of the various perlormances, would 
occupy too much of your space, and hardly 
have the merit of news by the time this 
letter reaches you. There are some facUi, 
however, worthy of special mention, on ac- 
count of the practical inference they sug- 
gest, and the practical lesson they teach. 
New Euglauders are a peace-loving people. 
They have, iu former days, been accused 
by the hotter-blood of wanting spirit, and 
given to plodding industry. The idea 01 
their exhibiting any chivalrous qualities 
has beeu deemed quite absurd ; and the 
lire-eaters of the South took it for grauted 
they were either too cowardly or too mer- 
cenary to light. Their shrewdness was ac- 
knowledged; their pluck doubted. It was 
admitted that they had brains; it was de- 
nied that they had bravery. Preferring 
law, where law was promptly aud impar- 
tially a sufficient protection, they showed 
no fondness for street brawls, personal req- 
contrcs, or appeals to the bowie-knife and 
the revolver. From this it was hastily in 
ferred that they would submit to auy arro- 
gance and any injustice rather than seek re 
dress by physical prowess. Cool and quiet 
iu temperament ; it was rashly assumed 
that principle and conscieutious convictions 
would not supply the place of quickly ex- 
asperated temper. It would have lieeu cou- 
tendeu, however, by the old detainers ol 
New England, that her scholars, profes- 
sional uieu, aud prosperous merchants, in 
their own persons, or iu the persous ot their 
children, were not lo be counted the stuff 
soldiers are made of. To prove the un- 
soundness of these criticisms of Northern 
character, and to show at the same time that 
education and industrial pursuits do not 
necessarily weaken or destroy the elemeuts 
ol' true manhood, when they bid "passion 
serve, aud reason rule," and to expose and 
negative the assumption lhat the highest 
form of character comes of the domination 
and wild tyranny of uugoverned animal 
instincts, and unthinking impluse; an as 
sumption which has beeu the curse of some 
communities — to do this it may be well to 
look at a few facts. 

It is estimated that the total number ot 
living graduatesof Harvard is aboubt 2,400. 
Of those 528— as nearly as has been thus 
far ascertained connected with the College, 
have served, during the last four years in 
the Federal Army or Navy; 480 iu the 
former, and 48 in the latter. The losses on 
the field aud by disense have been nearly 
100. Somewhere betweeu two aud three 
hundred of Ihe survivors were among tbe 
guesta yesterday. Those who took up arms 
in behalf of the Union belonged to various 
classes, from veterans of the class of 1828, 
down to almost beardless boys, who would 
not in ordinary times have left the fostering 
care of Alma Mater tot two or three years 
to come. Three huudred and ninety-three 
of the young? men belonged to Massachu- 
setts; the residue represented almost every 
loyal State. They came trom every cla.~s 
in life; some of rich and some of compara- 
tively poor families; sons of farmers, me- 
chanics, merchants aud professional men. 
They have l»een found wherever the war 
was w aged on sea or land. They are aud 
have been of all ranks from the Private up 
to that of the Major-Geueral, aud the Rear 
Admiral. Some who begau their career as 
Privates, now wear two stars, one star, 
eagles, and leaves on their shoulder-straps; 
aud many w hose first commissions carried 
no bars have risen to the right to wear two. 
As a matter of principles several decline d 
lo leave the rauk and file; aud one of Ihe 
noblest of them died doiug bis duty as 
a sharp-shooter, a position ho took and for 
which he successfully traiued himself; al- 
though previously he had never handled 
the musket. Oue regiment had among its 
officers at onetime or another twenty-three 
if not more graduates of Harvard; five of 
them fell in a single battle— that of Cedar 
or Slaughter Mountain. A singlu class sent 
hall" of its members to the war. 

Tl.ese figures tell their own story; but 
they do not by any means tell the whole 
story. The other institutions of learuiug 
have been equal in patriotism to this, the 
oldest of them all. These educated young 
men were not fanatics or adventurers. For 
most— almost all of them— the military pro- 
fession had no attractions. They left homes 
of rehnement aud ouiture, put* aside cher- 
ished hopes; quitted profitable pursuits; 
sacrificed all such young men could sacri- 
fice at the call of the Government. They 
did this not to fight for New England, but 
for the couutrv — iDi unit v. its nationality, 
its freedom. &fany of them in politics were 
conservative, as it is called, in their opin- 
ions! none of them were radicals except so 
far as an eulip hlened bellel iu uud love of re- 
publican institutions aud the right of every 
man to the inalienable liberty to be a 
man, made them such. But why say this? 
To praise them; to put forth any special 
claim in their behalf; to give them any cred- 
it over others who have been true and loy- 
ai? Most certainly not to do any such 
thing; but for a far better reason! They 
only did their duty. They only obeyed 
their convictions. They only acted, 
let us hope, iu the spirit of oue of 
their comrades, Col. Porter, of the class of 
'4a, who btMJCEM hts last will aud testa- 
ut iu these words— "Feeling to its full 
extent, the probability that he might not 
return from the path of duty on which he 
had entered" — . 

"If it please God that it may be so, I can 
say, with truth, that I have entered on the 
course of danger with no ambitious aspira- 
tions, nor with the idea that I am fitted by 
nature or experience to be of any iinpt rtaiit 
service to the Government; but in obedience 
to the call of uuly, demanding every --it i - 
zeu to contribute what he could, iu means, 
labor or life, to sustain the Government of 
this country— a sacrifice made the more 
willingly by me when I consider how sin- 
gularly beuefilted I have beeu by the insti- 
tutions of the land, and that, up to this 
time, all the blessings of life have been 
showered upou me beyoud what falls 
usually to tbe lot of man." 

With such sentiments as those from the 
leader of the Niagara Regiment, who fell 
at Cold Harbor, to guide them, your read- 
ers cau judge whether the spread of New 
England institutions, tbe education of all 
classes, and the universal prevalence of 
free labor, has a tendency to produce de- 
generacy of sou., and whether Southeru 
aristocracy has anything exalting and en- 
nobling, to boast of, over Northern Democ- 
racy. _ G.

From Mexico and Texas. 

.Special Dispatch to tbe Cinciniati aasette.j 

Cairo, July 26. — The Texas San Antonio 
Herald of the 9th says: Our information 
from Fed r as Negras and Eagle Pass is up 
to July 1st. We learn that General Shelby 
bad reached the above named point in a 

Siuiet and peaceaDle manner, but wasin- 
orined by the authorities in I V. Iras Negras 
that he would not be a lowed to take his 
men into Mexico with arms iu their hands, 
but if he would leave their arms there 
would be no objection to their entry into the 
country as emigrants with himself. We 
are informed that Geueral Shelby fiually 
agreed to this and sold his arms and can- 
non to the Liberals. There were 2,500 stand 
of small arms, and three pieces of artillery, 
for which be received #11,000; #6,000 in 
specie, and #5,000 in bonds issued by the 
Liberals. The arms were immediately 
shipped for Chihuahua. The Governor of 
the State of Coahuila acted as agent lor the 
Lil-erals. 

Governor Juarez is said to be at Chihua- 
hua, anil that city is strongly fort i tied, 
and no Imperial troops nearer than three 
hundred mi!es, and not in sufficient force 
to justify an advance against Juarez' cap- 
ital. 

There is 1. truth in the report that Presi- 
dent Juare/. is about to visit the United 
States. 

There is much speculation among our 
readers why so large a force is sent to the 
Rio Grande, and some of the knowing ones 
have it that Gen. Granger has already said 
that our country was on the eve of war 
with Mexico. We can't, of course, say 
further than to speculate what the Govern- 
ment intends to do in a matter of this kind; 
neither do we believe that Gen. Granger 
can say, and it would be among the last 
things he would say to inform the people 
and the troops, by public declaration made 
so loug before hand, of what actious were 
iutended bv the Government on questions 
of such grave importance. Our readers 
may rest assured that General Granger *»r 
General anybody else, except general ru- 
mor, has made no such declaration. The 
Herald in announcing the arrival of Gen. 
John B. Hood in San Antonio on the 3d, 
pays him a high complimeut, and says he 
counsels respectful obedience and illegi- 
BBOa lo the United States officers and Gov- 
ernment. 

The New Orleans Times' Galveston cor- 
respondent contradicts tbe current reports 
in the newspapers concerning Generals 
Smith and Magruder's alleged speculations 
in cotton, and says that Smith, when he 
surrendered the Trans-Mississippi Depart- 
ment, had turned over to General Canby 
#5,000 in gold, that being every dime o. 
Government money he held in his hands, 
and then turned round and borrowed of his 
friends in Shreveport #200 to pay his ex- 
penses to Mexico. The money turned over 
was secret service money of Magruder's. 
He says he came to Texas without any 
money in his pocket, and left the Stale with 
less than #200, and this his friends in Hous- 
ton loaued him to pay his expenses to Mex- 
ico. 

Le Commerce of the 12th inst., Matamo- 
ras, says of Gen. Steele, that he has requir- 
e : Cortinas, who is in Brownsville, to pre- 
serve the peace, but as the latter is allowed 
free exit and entrance, he coutinaes to rob 
on the Mexican side, and seek refuge on the 
American, and is an object of constant at- 
tention from all the Federal authorities. 
Le Commerce does not see the extent in 
practice of the neutrality preached by the 
American General. 

The same pap.*r says we regret to an- 
nounce that serious trouble is brewing in 
the interior of Texas, and we shall wait 
with no little anxiety to bear from Sau An- 
tonio aud Austin. Nothing will surprise 
us coming from that direction. The Impe- 
rial forces that went in pursuit of Negrete 
followed him on the Chihuahua route to the 
desert, and there gave up further pursuit. 
The other wing of Negrete 's army under 
Ks. nvido, were being closely followed en 
route to Pedras Negras. Beyond this noth- 
ing was known of the whereabouts of the 
Liberals, but these Missoqrians will 
unarmed, and will have sold all their 
to the Liberals.

Nk.w York, July 2H.— The Tribune's 
Washington special say>: Semi-official 
new | lrom Mexico has been received from 
Gen. Ortega, dated lrom Pacomparo, Stale 
of Michoccocau, June loth. 

He mentions the desertion to his army of 
two regiments of the Imperial service, and 
that he is daily tendered the services of 
large numbers of Mexican officers coming 
from points in the i*o*sessiou ot the French. 
He also states that Maximillian has con- 
tracted with foreign speculators for the in- 
troduction of large numbers of negroes who 
are to be kept in slavery ten years, and that 
tney must renounce the right of complaint 
of treatment before magistrates, and that 
their temporary bondage may be renewed 
and they can be transferred for sale with- 
out consulting them.

General Joe Johnston has applied for 
pardon, and it is probable he w ill gel it.

A good deal of trouble it opjie»rs is also 
occasioned between the New York naer- 
ch»uts and Collector Draper.by the arbitra- 
ry regulation which compels every article of 
merchandise from the South to l»e weighed, 
inspected and carted by Custom House of- 
rci*ls. The cartage is regarded as unneces- 
sarily oppressive, the whole system being 
without the authority of law, presenting 
the practical result of imposing a New York 
tariff on goods from other States, These re- 
gulations are loudly complained of from all 
quarters, and very curious suggestions are 
current as the disposition made of the vast 
sums realized from these exactions. 

The Tribune's Washington special savs
